Dr. Cyril Garbett, Archbishop of York, 
makes an interesting and valuable contri- 
bution to Christian thought in his current 
statement that “war is not the worst of 
all evils.” 

The Primate continues; 

The utter degradation of man, the 
loss of human rights and the trampling 
underfoot of all that is righteous and true 
is an evil worse than war. The Christian 
must therefore be ready to resist to the 
last the unjust demands of an aggressive 
totalitarianism.” 

This statement answers, to a degree, 
the criticism frequently levelled against 
the Christian church for appearing to 
tolerate war and even, upon occasion, to 
encourage it. 

The ill-informed critics say that 
Christianity is essentially a religion of 
peace and that when the church or its 
members participate in warfare they adopt 
an anti-Christian position. 

It is true that the Christian passion- 
ately desires peace and is prepared to 
make almost any sacrifice to secure it.

It is conceivable that a greater spirit- 
ual turmoil may prevail while not a shot 
is being fired than under a barrage of 
artillery. 

While war is an utter abomination, 
peace is a state of the soul. And the peace 
of the body is a little thing to give to 
secure it,

Editor, Bulletin—Some time 


ago a matter of street car and 
trolley bus fares in the City of 
Edmonton was widely discussed 
in your paper. I have hesitated 
writing you because I do not like 
to break into public print, but 
as the Edmonton Transportation 
System never changes for the 
better, but always for the worse, 
I cannot refrain any longer from 
requecting space in your valuable 
paper. . 

Jt is well known to everyone 
that any business that expects to 
survive and pay Its way must so 
conduct its business that the 
public who buy the commodity 
must not be prevented form so 
doing, but must be encouraged 
so to do. The Edmonton Trans- 
portation System is not operat- 
ed on this plan. Its plan is to 
keep the doors of the buses clos- 
ed at as long intervals as possible 
and stop people from passing the 
fare boxes and deposit therein 
tickets and money. They are do- 
ing everything they can to incon- 
venience its patrons. No thought 
is given at any time for the con- 
venience of the public. 

All bus stops in the business 
section of the city seem to be ar- 
ranged to the utmost inconveni- 
ence of the patrons. The bus ar- 
riving from the South Side Low 
Level bridge arrives at Jasper 
avenue, but the light causes it to 
stop, A patron wants to go east, 
He is not allowed to get off the 
bus, the doors remain closed, and 
he is taken to the lane at the 
Post Office, half a block north 
of Jasper. He must then return 
to Jasper avenue, wait for the 
lights to change, and cross to the 
south side of the avenue to the 
bus or street car stop. By this 
time the bus he could and should 
have got has disappeared in the 
distance. The bus then leaves the 
lane at the Post Office, passes up 
the Market, and the people going 
to the Civic Block are taken half 
a block up in front of Munro's 
Hardware. These people must 
travel back again to the Civie 
Block or Market, The bus leaves 
Munro's and stops at the west 
side of 101st street. People go- 
ing to Woodward's store, or north 
on 10lst street must travel back 
across 101st street and get on the 
bus. As the bus stops on the west 
side of 101st street, the patrons to 
the Bus Depot must carry their 
luggage for a block. When the 
bus leaves this station, It does not 
slop again until it arrives at the

Empress Theatre on Jasper ave- 
nue, passing up the Bus Depot 
and the Hudson's Bay store. Pat- 
rons going to the Bay must return 
half a block on Jasper avenue 
and cross the street twice to get 
to the store. 

Why any person with any idea 
of transportation would arrange 
bus stops in the business section 
of Edmonton as the Edmonton 
Transportation System does, is 
something anyone knowing any- 
thing about transportation cannot 
fathom. The natural place for the 
bus to stop is at the south side of 
Jasper avenue on 100th street, 
again at the Post Office corner, 
again at 102nd avenue, at Wood- 
wards where it always stopped 
until recently on the east side of 
101st street, on 102nd avenue at 
the Bus Depot, and again where it 
previously did at the Hudson's 
Bay. These stops reduce to a min- 
imum the crossing of streets by 
the public and would accommo- 
date the people who go downtown 
to do business, as they have the 
least amount of lugging of com- 
modities. The same thing hap- 
pens to the bus going south on 
101st street. It passes the stores 
where people want to stop, and 
takes them down to the King Ed- 
ward Hotel. They have to cross 
back again to get into a store. 

I fail to see how the Edmon- 
ton Transportation System ex- 
pects to make its system pay 
when it has become necessary for 
a patron to hire a taxi to over- 
take a bus to get on the thing. 
What would be the opinion of 
the public of any manager of a 
department store who locked half 
the doors of his store, and be- 
cause he could not get enough 
people in the store to buy his 
goods to make his business pay, 
raised the price of the goods in- 
stead of unlocking his doors, I 
think that is a reasonable com- 
parison of any business to the 
way the transportation system is 
run in the City of Edmonton. The 
old saying, “God Give Us Men”, 
does not apply in Edmonton, but 
“God Give Us Brains”.

No one, of course, can be courteous with God if 
he lacks courtesy toward his neighbor, Thus it fllows 
that if we wish to cultivate piety, we must have respect 
for others, for their worth, their views and even for 
their prejudices, This applies to whole nations and races 
as well as to individuals. 

Courtesy demands a refinement of soul. Such refine- 
ment comes only from a constant awareness of one's 
obligations even to the least of human creatures. The 
Saviour Himself gave many perfect examples of this 
spirit. Hany of His contemporaries may have doubted 
His divinity, but they were always moved by the sublime 
courtesy He showed even to the poorest outcasts who 
knelt in greeting as He passed by. 

It was to the poor and often apparently least worthy 
that Christ displayed the greatest courtesy. It is tragic, 
therefore, that many who profess to follow His way 
tend to exercise courtesy as if it was to be measured 
by the station or rank of its recipients. Far different 
have been the examples of saintly Christians who are 
remembered chiefly for their extraordinary courtliness 
and grace toward those whom others regarded as the
